made by Mr. Robert Lamont, the

Mr. Lamont pointed out that 
the most prosperous period in the 
history of the United States coin- 
cided with a regime of higher 
wages and shorter houra, 


He declared that the unemploy- 
ment.of millions of workers ‘in the 
past year had reduced the nation’s 
purchasing power by thousands of 
millions of dollars and if the 
income of those still employed was 
reduced by only ten per cent. the 
lois of consuming power would 
umount to several more thousands 
of millions. 


The speaker was extremely scep- 
tical regarding the efficacy of 
Government expenditure ua a cure 
for unemployment, saying that al- 
though the expenditure vf a thou- 
sand milion «dollars in a yenr 
would be helpful, it could not ma- 
ferially affect the situation.—

LIBERTY FOR THE PEOPLE 
. AND RULE OF LAW. 


Nanking, Apr. 29. 
the draft 4x published of 
Chinw's provisional Constitution, 
which will be submitted to the 
People’s Convention at Nanking 
on May 6 for discussion and 
adoption, 


The preamble states that - the 


National Government is desirous 


of promulgating the Constitution 
so that the realisation of a. con- 
stitutlonal Government will be ac- 
eelerated and. political power be 
restored to a popularly-elected 
Government. . 

The document provides that 
China shall be a RepubHe with 
sovereignty vested in the prople. 
During the period of 
tutelage, according to the  pro- 
gramme of the late Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen, the Kuomintang will exercise 


-}its woverning powers’.threugh the 


Natlonal Government on behalf of 
the people. 


Legal Safeguards, 


The draft provides that all the 
peogt: shall be equal before the Inw, 
nod shall only be arrested, impri- 
sened, tried or punished in accerd- 
ance to law; and their houses and 
property shall ondt be subject to 
forcible entry, search or sealinge ex- 
copt according te baw, 

It confers on the people freedom 
Of assenbly and formation of ns- 
soviations, liberty of speech and 
publication, freedom to form “oc- 
rupational organisations” for 
bettering Hving conditions 

tt demands that citizens have a 
duty te pay taxes and undertake 
military service, 

The National Government is to 
have supreme command of | the

FAILURE TO FILE RETURN 
WITH REGISTRAR, 


EXTENSION. GRANTED. 


The threatened collapse of a 
acheme evolved by the Kowloon 
Cricket Club for the erection of 
a new Clubhouse, which made it 
seem Hkely that money borrowed 
for the purpose would have to be 
returned, resulted in an omission to 
the Registrar of Com- 
panies a return of debentures — is- 
ated, and an application for an ox- 
tension of time was Kranted by 
the Chief Justice’ (Sir Joseph 
Kemp) in the Supreme Court this 
morning. 


It appears that on August 1, 
1930, the K.C.C. was incorporated 
under the Companies Ordinances of 
Hongong aa a company limited by 
guarantee, ‘to take over the unin- 
corpornted club of the same name, 
whieh had been in existence alnce 
1904. By an extraordinary resolu- 
tlon passed on August 22, 1920, 
the company was autiorised to bor- 
row $50,000 by the issue of 1 series 
of 5,000 debentures of $10 each, 
containing a charge by way of float- 
ing security secured on the under- 
takime of the company, for the 
purpose of building a new club- 
house, The debentures were issued 
but through inadvertence the par- 


.juculars were not registered, 


Owing to circumstances | 

the company’s control,, it : 

od, after certain of the debentures 
had been issued, that the building 
scheme would have to be deferred, 
and it was thought possible that 
the money borrowed would have to 
ne returned to the debenture hol- 
ders if the scheme were definitely 
abandoned, Subsequent: events, 
however, proved this to be unneces- 
ary, and it was decided to%proceed 
with the erection of the new cltb- 
hotse. 


Mr. Leo D*Almada, jnr., who, in- 
structed by Mr. F. BE. Nash, of 
Messrs. Woo and Nash, ninde the 
application, explained that the 
matter had not been brought up 
before’ beenuse the scheme was tem- 
porarily shelved and it wes not 
until recently ft had been decided 
finally to proceed with it.
